Dear Harold, 

Thanks for all your letters, recent and not-so-recent, and fekKKh for the 
FBI documents and other items. Several reporters have contacted me in 
anticipation of 11/22 (but not Lardner or the TV networks), so I've been quite 
busy. 

Re your 9/13: When I first saw 62-109060—6890 some time ago (after I got 

my personal file from the FBIX) , I couldn't figure out who Abby Shaw (the 137 
informant) was. After a few days, it came to me. He ran a copying place where 
I did quite a bit of work, including max making copies of the items described 
by the FBI. I've never told people in general about this, because Shaw is an 
Iranian, and I assumed that any disclosure of his assistance to the FBI could 
really endanger him. Quite possibly the FBI was leaning on him, on the basis 
of some Iranian-exile politics, and urging him to provide some kind of information. 
I've never even gone back to him to show him this document. I suppose the 
possibility that the FBI routinely contacted pxzknx print— and copy-shop pskspis 
people for information (e.g„, about radical student pxixx politics) in is an 
interesting one, but my guess is that this matter is really about Iranian xkkaxxs 
affairs. Anyhow, this information is for your background information only - 
it's still confidential. 

I don't recall seeing a similar document mentioning both you and me; one 
of us may have sent this document to the other several years ago. Thanks for 
sending it anyhow. 

Re the possibility of forthcoming MiaxHk Nosenko releases: you might want to 
read the article on the great mole hunt (by Ron Rosenbaum) in the October Harper's . 
Also, I happened to see that Harrison Salisbury's recent book (which I didn't 
copy or get) includes a section on information given to him by Nosenko (whoms he 
didn t like) about an alleged BE KGB plot to make Salisbury (non— fatally) sick. 

Re your 8/23: here are the items from 5 EOC 3 you asked for. 

Re # 106: no, you were not quoted. 

Re #113: I don't recall any reference by Hoover to Ford as a 'toad." (Toady?) 

There^s nothing of special interest in the Parmet, Phelan, and MacNeil books, 

I think. I'll reread them when I list the excerpts in EOC, and you can request 
xxpHK copies then, if you wish. Not worth copying at this point. 

Your 8/17: I've enclosed a copy of the current rates at the Xeroxing place 

where I do most of my work. It's not the cheapest available here (although it's 
quite cheap EEimpaxax&k compared to many cities) , and the quality is very good. 

I don't use offset ms myself, just Kodak copies. For a reprint of WWI, the main 
effort would go into cutting up two copies and pasting them up appropriately. 

You might also want to work out a deal with Tom Davis (Aries Research, Box 1107, 
Aptos, CA 95003). He still has all 4 Whit#wash books in his catalog, at $6 each 
(except $8 for PW) . He handles a few Xeroxed or manuscript items, such as Peter 
Scott's old manuscript. He's basically a buff who kx sells books as a 

non-profit (or low-profit) operation, and a nice guy; ±x if he's out of stock on 
WWI he might be willing to arrange for Xeroxing of a few copies hemself. 

I really appreciate your kk keeping me informed on FOIA matters in the JFK 
case, and especially the selected goodies. I have gotten almost completely away 
from FOIA requests hs myself, and if I ever run out of things to do there are lots 
of released files which I would like to review. So far, I've seen only a couple 
of pages of the stuff released to Mark. 

Re your 7/10: Nothing to report on the acoustics. Blakey is, I think, more 
enthusiastic about pursuing it than I am! Of course, if the FBI does come up 
with a Dallas copy of the x tapes, ki^xin I'm interested. No word from Barger 
or Weiss to me, and nothing more about an official rebuttal. 

You may have gotten a rebuttal to Ramsey from Tony Marsh in Cambridge. There's 
xsx some good stuff in it, but my work is more reliable. 

I was very pleased to hear from Gary about his wedding. Unfortunately, I 
haven't been in touch with him much for years, and Sue couldn't get in touch with 
him when she and Beth went to visit family in Minneapolis last mHxghk month. We 
always enjoyed seeing him when he was passing thru S.F. in the good old days.
